Th e immediate difference of opinion 
among th e members 
of th e 
British 
cabinet wh ich led to th e resignation 
of Herbert Henry Asquith , 
for 
eigh t 
y ears prime minister, are a part of th e 
inevitable quarrels with in a nation’s 
councils wh en it is conducting a pub 
lie work 
of 
such 
unex pected im 
portance as a war. Th e same struggle 
as to policies and as to men h as been 
going on in Germany and 
in 
Russia 
with considerable violence. To a lesser 
ex tent it h as been apparent in France 
and Italy . 
With all th e political lines drawn for 
th e questions of domestic policy , it is 
alway s doubtful wh eth er new men and 
new political meth ods may not be nec 
essary wh en such a task as a war is 
to be driven to a successful issue. 
It 
may be said for Asquith th at h e ap­ 
peared to recognize at th e beginnin 
of th e struggle th at new councils were 
necessary , and h is agreem ent to th e 
formation of th e coalition government 
was an evidence not only of h is good 
faith , but of h is adaptability to circum­ 
stances.

But in any event, th e new cabinet 
will, in fact, get rid of much of th e 
old political rubbish of London.

craft. 
it removes Asquith and Lans- 
dov no. Th e elder statesm en are gone. 
Th e new ones h ave a ch ance to make 
a real "british Empire.” Th e only fear 
is th at it. like th e Roman Empire, may 
h e already , in a political sense, decay ­ 
ing at th e h eart. 
G erm any ’s best, as­ 
surance today is in th e dissatisfaction 
of th e British plain people with th eir 
lot. 
Th is dissatisfaction h as so far 
prevented British industrial and social 
mobilization. 
It is for Lloy d-George 
to find out wh eth er

merely alarming or permanently

w here the contents are distributed. 
Sev eral years ago the young daughter 
of another fam ily established a little 
custom which is still carried out each 
C hristm as ev e. 
On large red p lacards, 
hung w ith red ribbons, she writes with 
p hosp horus the nam es of the different 
m em bers of the family. 
These she 
p laces about the room. 
The m other’s 
card hangs ov er the p iano, on which 
her gifts are to l>ey laid. 
Ov er the 
library table is susp ended the father’s 
card,designating his allotted sp ace. The 
deep window seat, the dav enp ort, etc., 
are other p laces assigned to other mem­ 
bers of the family. 
Late Christm as 
ev e all the lights, excep t a dim flicker 
in the hall, are extinguished, the arm ­ 
fuls of p resents are brought down, and 
by m eans of the bright signs the gifts 
are p ut in their p rop er p laces. 
F or the p ast ten years a m iniature 
sleigh draw n by six p ap ier macho rein 
deer has ap p eared on the Christm as 
breakfast table of a New England fnm 
ily. 
Surrounding jolly little St. Nick, 
who, seated in the sleigh, holds the red 
lines, are p iled the choice gifts, those 
th at fit into small p ackages, such as 
jew elry and money. 
The boxes are 
op ened before breakfast Is serv ed, and 
tlie Christm as tree festiv ities come 
later in the morning. 
A p retty custom observ ed by sev eral 
musical families Is for the entire house­ 
hold to come dow nstairs together early 
in the m orning singing carols. 
In some homes the celebration begins 
on Christm as ev e. A t a country p lace 
uear New York the custom is to hav e 
a small tree bung w ith Joke gifts in the 
center of the dining room table. 
Tiled 
about the tree is the collection of sub­ 
stantial 
w orth while remembrances. 
A fter tHe latter hav e been distributed 
the family and house guests adjourn to 
the main room, which is hung with 
garlands of holly and mistletoe. 
Then 
the Yule log Is brought in and laid on 
the andirons of the big firep lace. 
The 
lights from the blaze and from num er­ 
ous candles furnish the only illum ina­ 
tion. 
While the gifts are taken from 
the m iniature tree and the attacked 
sentim ents read the health of Sants 
Claus is drunk. 


Millions Recov ered From Lost 
Ship s— An Ap p arition in 
Ocean s Dep ths 


M illions of dollars’ w orth of p rop er- 
! ty 
has 
been 
recov ered 
from 
the 
oceans’ dep ths by div ers. 
One of the 
greatest achiev em ents in th is line was 
by the English div er, Lam bert, who re­ 
cov ered v ast treasu re from the Alfon­ 
so XII, a Sp anish m ail steam er belong­ 
ing to the Lop ez line, which sank off 
Point Cando, G rand Canary, in about 
150 feet of w ater. 
The salv age p arty 
had recov ered about half a m illion 
dollars in coin and p recious m etal 
when it returned to land. 
For nearly 
six m onths the op erations w ere p er­ 
sev ered in before the 
div ers 
could 
reach the treasure-room beneath the 
decks. 
Two div ers lost th eir liv es in 
the v ain attem p t, the p ressure of the 
w ater being fatal. 
The div er recov er­ 
ed $450,000 from the w reck and got 
$20.000 lor doing it. 
One of th e m ost difficult feats ev er 
accom p lished by a div er was the re­ 
cov ering of the treasu re sunk in the 
steam ship M alabar off Galle. 
On this 
occasion the large iron p lates, half ail 
inch thick, had to be cut aw ay from 
the mailroorn, and then the div er had 
to work through nine feet of sand. All 
of the sp ecie on board this v essel—up ­ 
ward of $1,500,000—was Bav ed, and as 
much as $80,000 was gotten out in one 
day. 
Again and again hav e exp editions 
left New York or San Francisco in the 
hop e of receov ering tons of bullion 
sunk off the B razilian coast, or lying 
undisturbed in the mud of the Rio de 
la Plata. 
H um orous scenes do not p lay m uch 
of a p art in the ocean’s bottom , yet 
ev en beneath the wav es th ere are 
laughable scenes at tim es. 
A div er 
had been engaged to insp ect a sunken 
v essel off th e coast of Cuba. 
A rriv ing 
on the scene, he discov ered a num ber 
of nativ e sp onge div ers, who descend 
to considerable dep ths, div ing down 
from th eir canoes to the sunken v es- 
el trying to p ick up som ething of 
v alue. 
They p aid little attention to 
the arriv al of the w recking outfit, and 
did not notice the div er descend, until 
w hat ap p eared to be a horriblq hu­ 
m an-shap ed 
m onster, 
w ith 
an 
im ­ 
m ense head of glistening cop p er and 
three big, * round, glassy eyes cam e 
w alking around the ship ’s bow and 
m ade a deep bow to them , 
T hat was 
enough. 
They shot surfacew ard like 
sky rockets, clim bed frantically into 
their canoes and m ade aw ay.
